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Annual  Report  for  1943. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  place  before  you  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1943.  This 
report,  like  its  predecessors  during  the  war,  has  been  considerably 
curtailed. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  as  a  whole  has  been  low, 
and  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  of  any  infectious  disease. 
The  minor  infectious  diseases,  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
have  had  a  particularly  low  incidence.  Scarlet  fever  and  diph¬ 
theria  have  been  mild  in  type,  no  deaths  have  occurred,  and  the 
incidence  has  not  been  high. 

The  percentage  of  children  now  immunised  against  diph¬ 
theria  is,  below  5  years  old,  47%,  between  5  and  15  years,  qo%. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  -has  again  been 
satisfactory,  and  there  has  been  an  increased  attendance  made 
by  children  under  one  year  of  age.  The  percentage  of  notified 
live  births  attending  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  was  85.8%.  The 
percentage  of  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Local  Authority’s 
Ante-natal  Clinic  was  yo%.  In  addition  a  number  of  mothers 
attend  the  Moorlands  Ante-natal  Clinic.  The  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  made  at  these  clinics  combined  has  increased  during  the 
year  from  1,483  last  year  to  1,709. 

The  suppL^  of  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  and  fruit  juices  on 
’behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  has  continued  at  the  clinic. 

Once  again  it  can  be  reported  that  the  nutritional  state  of 
the  population  shows  no  obvious  sign  of  worsening  owing  to  war 
conditions. 

The  birth  rate  has  risen  from  12.9  to  14.3  per  thousand  per 
annum,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  of  the  vei'};^  low  infantile 


mortality  rate  which  has  gone  down  from  34.7  per  thousand  live 
births  to  17.75,  ^  very  low  and  satisfactory  figure,  which  we  hope 
will  be  retained  in  the  future. 

In  spite  of  war-time  difficulties  it  is  very  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  report  satisfactory  progress,  and  that  in  the  future,  such 
obvious  defects  as  cramped  clinic  premises,  and  the  absence  of 
sufficient  medical  staff  may  be  remedied. 


I  should  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  the 
sppport  that  they  have  continually  given  me  during  my  stay  at 
Rawtenstall,  and  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Cadies  and  Gentlemen, 
I  would  express  my  thanks  for  your  continuous  interest  and 
encouragement  in  the  department’s  work  during  the  year.

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

MATERNITY.— MOORDAND  HOSPITAL.  There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  arrangements  with  the  Moorland 
Maternity  Home  from  those  described  previously.  The  number 
of  mothers,  belonging  to  Rawtenstall,  who  were  confined  there 
in  1943  was  157. 

Fifty-three  of  the  157  cases  received  assistance  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

ST.  MARY’S  HOSPITAL,  MANCHESTER.— There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  anrangemeirts  with  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital  for  the  admission  of  abnormal  confinements. 

During  1943  twenty-six  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital  under  the*  arrangement.  One  case  was 
admitted  to  Jericho. 

CHILDREN. — Admission  of  children  to  Moorland  Infirmary 
has  continued  where  necessary. 

The  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  provided  treatment  for  72 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  41  as  in-patients,  and  31  as  out¬ 
patients  at  the  following  Hospitals: — Manchester  Children’s 
Hospital  7.  Manchester  Eye  Flospital  i.  Burnley  Victoria  6. 
Manchester  Skin  Hospital  i.  Bury  Infirmary  33.  Accrington 
Victoria  i.  Manchester  Royal  i.  Ramsbottom  Cottage  Hospital  i. 
Moorlands  15.  Manchester  Northern  5.  Christies  i. 

PHIMOSIS,  &c.— Operations  for  the  cure  of  Phimosis  are 
dealt  with  at  The  Infirmary,  Bury,  and  the  cost  of  the  recom¬ 
mends  is  borne  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 
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(During  1943  forty-iiiiie  cases  of  Phimosis  were  treated  under 
these  arrangements. 

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. — Sixteen  children  under  5 
years  of  age  received  treatment  by  operation  for  removal  of 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  under  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme.  The  arrangements  have  been  the  same  &s 
those  described  in  previous  reports. 

DECAYED  TEETH.— Facilities  have  been  available  for 
treatment  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic.  Fourteen  cases  under 
school  age  were  treated  during  the  year. 

DEFECTIVE  VISION.— Thirty-five  children  below  school 
age  were  referred,  under  fire  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme,  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the 
School  Clinic. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES  .—There  are  three  centres, 
held  weekly.  At  the  Clinic,  Kay  Street  ■  (Tuesday) ;  Goodshaw 
Baptist  School  (Wednesday);  Whitewell  Bottom  Council 
School  (Thursday) .

DAIRIES,  COWKEEPERS  AND  IMIRK  SEEDERS.— The 
tctal  number  of  cowkeei^ers  in  the  Borough  is  107,  the  number  on 
the  registers  being  107.  During  the  year  20,5  inspections  have 
been  made.
